CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Blueberries  require  an  acid  soil  to  produce  the  best  results.  This  is  prevalent  in  many  sections  of  the  country. 
Where  your  soil  is  not  acid,  we  suggest  the  following  method  to  get  the  most  from  your  plants.  Choose  a well-drained 
location,  easily  supplied  by  water  during  the  dry  summer  months.  Blueberries  do  best  with  full  sun,  although  they 
will  grow  and  produce  fruit  in  partial  shade.  In  order  to  get  the  proper  acid  condition  to  your  soil,  mix  partly  rotted 
leaves  with  the  soil  of  your  garden.  A heavy  mulch  each  fall  of  partly  rotted  leaves  will  maintain  the  acidity  of  the  soil. 
Do  not  remove  this  mulch,  but  let  it  remain  throughout  the  year.  Another  easy  method  to  obtain  acidity  to  the  soil  is 
to  obtain  partly  rotted  sawdust  or  wood  chips.  This  makes  excellent  material  and  produces  an  acid  condition  very 
beneficial  to  the  plants.  Acid  fertilizers  can  be  used  if  the  above  two  methods  are  not  possible.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  recommends  as  the  best  chemical  fertilizer  aluminum  sulphate,  which  is  an  effective  and  inexpensive  method 
of  changing  neutral  soil  to  acid,  half  a pound  per  plant  may  be  advantageously  applied.  Never  use  manure  or  compost 
near  a blueberry  plant.  No  pruning  is  necessary  except  as  a branch  may  become  damaged  or  stop  bearing.  Water  your 
plants  well  the  first  year,  soaking  the  ground  two  or  three  feet  away  from  the  roots.
